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PREFACE

Three  KEYHOLE  missions  of  good  quality 
photography  from  September  1961  through  June 
1964  were  used  in  this  report.  Comparative  an- 
alysis reveals  the  addition  of  1 storage  building 
during  this  period. 


Bagrationovsk  Ordnance  Depot  Dolgorukovo 
214B  is  located  10.7  kilometers  (km)  west- north- 
west of  Bagrationovsk  and  2.3  km  west  of 
Bagrationovsk  Army  Barracks  Dolgorukovo  SE 
(Figure  1). 

The  depot  covers  approximately  700  acres 
and  contains  30  single-story  storage  buildings 
in  a heavily  wooded  area,  17  single-story  dwell -
